Mr. Serfes Editor:—I have now spent a wesk
with the Latter-Day Saints, admired their
green shades, their Dedutiful streams and
waterfalls, their hinvman cocooneries, and the
innumerable evidences of prosperity which
appear on every hand, in<loors and out.
Their markets are flled with the choicast
vegetables, and their houses with “oabbage

heads,” bul ne “‘dead beets”' are allowed
within the bonndaries of the Prophet;
indeed, no arrangement that is not likely
to DIring a prophét to the Church
is tolerated. Storeg, where all kinds

of dry goods can be bought, from a tilter to a
baby’s hood, are abnudani, and abundantly
patronized, The bee-hive is found in Brig-
ham’s house, and on many business signs, as
evidense to Gentiles that all the Aum about
the sweetness of their lives turns out a coll. 'All
must work, and give one-tenth of their pro-
ducts to the great Prophet, which, to many of
them, is the only profit they see of their labor.
Baid a newly arrived Hibernian convert to me,
“They now take the tenth, and, be jabers,
after a while they'll be taking the twentieth;’’
which my informant thought was mors than
he conld stand,

Indnstry is encouraged in every possible
way/. Dusides a growing family, which every
Mormon is expecied to have both in wives and
children, a number of old spinsters, and others
unsealed, that are on the lookout for thrifty
male Baints, take it into thair heads that they

they generally have so little flesh on their
bones that their adapiedness for spiritual
wives is ackuowledged by every one; aud as
ounr progperons Saint has to contribute some-
thing towards the support of these grafted
branches on his gensalogioal tree, ho has need
of all the induostry his cronmstances can
command.

It
was this Inke that gave the idea originally to
Brigham Young of the dostrine of plwrality of
wives. In his early youth ho was travelling
in those parts, and was captured by an Indian
Chief, one of those our Government i3 now
trying to capture, and this Chief told Brigham
thit he must either be tomahawked or marry
his danghter, Brigham concluded on the
latter, though he thought the bargain
hard. Arriving at Salt Lake, he persuaded
his copperhend Princess to take a bath, while
he wonld dig some roots to eat, When he
returned he found her on the banks of the
lake, erystallized to the spot with rock salt, so
that she could not move. Brigham was so
rejoiced to get rid of her that he vowed, as
#00n a8 he got out of sight, leaving her stand.
ing there like a pillar of salt, that if he ever
got married again his idea of a wife should be
Lot’s. No one who Las seen him singe, in his
bee-hive, will doubt that he has leept his vow
to the letter, for indeed of wives, it can be said,
he has Lots. Ag it has been before remarked
by Mr. Ward, most of the girls in this Terri-
tory marry Young.

This great Bagin, or Wash-tub as it is now,
was once regarded as a vast desert, The
Mormons accepted it as their home; hers they
thonght they would have room to raise their
progeny, with none to molest. 'When they ar-
rived here not a tree shaded this vast desert,
but goon olive branches came up around their
lubles; and where the buflilo and the bear onoce
found a comgenial home, modern travellers
tell us is now overrun with little dears, and
in the cool of the evening “‘dears talking’ is
the favorite oconpation of the natives.

But the religion of the Mormons is the most
marvellons problem of the age. While the
many religions of the Old World are denying
the right of marriage to their priests, this reli-
gion teaches that the more they are married
thie religionger they are. Consequently, the
Prophet himself is probably the most married
pergon in the world. His wives, sealed and
unsenled, make a respectable village, and it
has more than once happened that a gay and
dashing Mormon has eloped of a night with
4 whole Young Ladies’ Seminary, so completely
closing up the teacher's eye that she had not a
pupil left in the morning.

Brigham Young being the shepherd of this
flock, is, of course, entitled to the fleece, and
while he shears the old sheep he pulls the
wool over the eyes of the ewes, His wives
who are named to him in the flesh are de-

geribed as of the flesh, fleshy, of whom Lo has
abont forty; twice that number he has gealed
to him to become his spiritual wives in the
gpirit-land, and are generally of the bone,
bony, These latter, having failed to gain a
union in the fesh, content themselves with
one in the spirit. The original wife of Brig-
ham (No, 1) does not live in the hive, but has
u cottage of her own, where she sits a rvalic of
the past, while the last new wife, I am told,
raises *‘Hail Columbia’ around the ears of the
Prophet, and at times becomes so boisterous
and nnruly that Brigham has to consider her
a kind of & “Cruoiser,” and has to ask the
assistance of the wife-tamers of the Church to
bring her to.

GEORGE THE FOURTH,

[Coneltision. ]

The bravery of the Brunswicks, thst all the
family must have It, that George possessod it
are points which all Euglish writers have agreed
to ndmit; and yet I cannot ses how George IV
should have been endowed with this quality,
Bwaddled i feather beds all his life, lazy,
obese, perpetuglly enting and drinking, his edu-
cation was quite unlike that of his tough old

rogenitore.  His  grandsons had conironted

ardships and war, and ridden up and fired
their platols undgunted inte the face of
death, His father had conquered luxury and
overcome indolence, Here was one who never
resisted any temptation; pever had . desire but
he coddled and pampered it; it ever he had any
nerve, frittered It away asmong cooks, and
tnilors, and barbers, and furniture-mongers, and
operu-dancers, What maoscle would not grow
flaccid In such a life—a lile that was pever
sirung up to any action—an endless Capua
without any campalgn—all fiddling, and
flowers, and feastings, snd flattery, and folly?
When George 111 was pressed by the Catholie
question and the Indin bill, he sald he would
retire to Hapover rather than yield npon either
woint; and he would have done what he said,
llul, before yielding, he was determined to fight
his ministers and Parliament; snd he did, and
he beat them, The time came when George 1V
wis preszed too upon the Catholic claims; the
eautious Peel hud slipped over to that side; the
grim old Wellington had joined it; and Peel tells
us, in his Memolrs, what was the conduct of the
King. He ut first refused to submit; whereupon
Peel and the Duke offered their resignations,

Old Queen Charlotte
would bave had hor eldest son marry o niece
of bher own, that famous Louiea of strelitz,
afterwards Quneen of Prussin, and who shared
wilh Maria Antoinette in the last age the aad
pre-eminence of beauty and mistortane, But
George ILI had a niece at Brunswick: she was
a rcher princess than her serene nighness of
Btrelitz—in fine, the Priucess Caroline was
selected o marr{‘:.he helr to the English throne,
We iollow my rd Malmesbury in quest of
her ;5 we are introduced to her illustrious
falber and royal mother; we witness the balls
and fetes of the old court; we are presented to
the princess herself, with her fair hair, her

lue eyce, and her impertinent shoulders—a
lively, bouncing, romping princess, who takes
the advice of ber courtly English mentor most
Euneruualg and kindly. We can be present at

er very toilet, if we like, regurding which, and
for very good reasons, the Britsh courtier im-
plores her to be particular. What a strange
court ! What a queer privacy of morals und
manuers do we Jook into ! Shall we regard it

Mulmesbury tells ua ol the private life of the
duke, Princess Caroline’s father, who was to
die, ke his warlike son, in mrms against the
French; presents us to his gourtiers, his favo-
rites; hls duchess, George 11D’ sister, & grim
old princess, who took the Britlsh envoy nside,
and tola him wicked old stories of wicked old
dend people snd timwes; who came 1o England
afterwurds when her nephew was regent, sud
lived in & shabby tornished lodging, ola and
dingy and deseried and grotesque, bot some-
how royal, And we go with hum to the duke
to demand the princess’ hand in form, aud we
hear the Brupswick guus fire their adieux of
salute, as H, R, H, the Princess of Wales depurts
in ¢the frost and spow ; and we visit the
domuins of the Prince Bishop ot Osnaburg—the
Duke of York of our eurly time; und we dodge
about fromm the French volutionists, whose
rogged legions ure pouring over Holland and
Germany, wod gaily trampling down the Oid
Waorld to the tuneof Caira; and we take ship
ping at Slade, and we land at Greenwich,
where the princess' lndies andiho privee's ladies
are in walling to receive her royal bighness ?

What 4 history tollows! Amrived in London,
the brid{‘?rnom astened eagerly to receive his
bride, hen she wus first preseoted to him,
Lord Mulmesbury says she very properly st-

His heroism
stirs British he when we recall it,  His love
and guoduess sond piety make one thrill with
happy emotion. As one reads of him and has
great comrade going into the victory with whieh
their names are immortally conneeted, how the
old English word comes up, and that old Kng-
lish feeling of what I should lke to call Cliris-
tinn honor! What gentlemen they were, what
preat hearts they had! *“‘We cuan, my dear
Coll,” writes Nelson 10 him, “bave no liiile jes.
lousies; we bave only one great object in view—
that of meeting the enemy, and getting o glo-
rious peace for our country.! At Trafalear,
when the Koyal Sovereign was pressing alone
into the midst of the combined fleets, Lord Nel-
son said to Coptain Blackwood, “See how that
noble fellow, Collingwood, takes his ship inwo
action! How I envy him!" The very same
throb and im{;u!w of herolc generosity waa
beating in Collingwood’s honest bosom. As he
led into the fight he said, “*What woulidl Nelson
give to be here!”

After the action of the 1st of June he writes
“We crulsed for a few days, like dtsnppmnu:d
people looking for what they could not find,
unfil the morning of litle Sarah’s birthday, be-
tween elght and nine o'clock, when the French
fleet, of twenty-five sail of the line, was disco-
vered to windward. We chased them, sod they
bore down within about five miles of us, The
pight was spent in watchimg and preparation
for the succeeding day; snd many o g]esnlng did
I semd torth 10 my Surah, lest should never
blegs ber more.  Atdawn we made our approach
on the enemy, then drew up, dressed our rauks,
and it was about evight when the sdmiral jmade
the signal for ench ehip to engage her oppouvnt,
snd bring her to close action; and then down
we went under a cloud of suil, and i & manoer
that would have animated the coldest heart,
andl struck terror into the most intrepid snemy,
The ship we were 1o engage was two shead of
the French admiral, so we had to go throngh
bis fire and that of two ships next to him, and
received all their broadsides two or three times
belore we fired a gun, It was then near ten
o'clock, I observed tothe admiral that about
that time our wives were going to church, bat
that T thought the peal we sbould ring about
the Frenchmen's ears would outdo their pansh
hells”

There are no words to tell what the heart
feels in rending the shinple phrases of such a
hero, Hewe I8 victory and courage, buat love
sublimer and superior. Here is a Christinn sol-
dier spending the night betore battle iu waten-
ing aud prepuring for the succeeding day, think-
g of hig deapcst home, snd sending many
blessings forth to hig Baruh, **lest he shoold never
bless her more.” Who would not say Amen to
nis supplication? It was a benediction to his
country—the prayer of that intrepid, loving
heart,

We have spokep of 8 good goldier and good
men of letiers ag specimens of Euelish gentle-
men of the sge Yust pust; may we not AlE0—onuy
of uu‘y elder hearers, [ nm sure, have read and
tondly remember his delightful story—speak ot
8 good diyine, sud mention Reginuld Heber as
one of the best of English gentlewmen? Toe
charming poet, the huppy possessor of all sorts
of eifte and accomplishments, birth, wit, fame,
bigh churacter, competence—he wus the beloved
parigh priest in his own bome of Hodersi,
“counselling his people in thowre troubles, ad-
vising them lo their difficulties, comlortine them
iu distress, kneeling often at their sick beds at
the bazard of his own life; exhorting, encours
aging where there was need; where there was
strife the pescemdker; where there was want
the free giver.”

When the Iudian bishopric was offered to him
Le retused at drst; but after communing with
hlmsel! (and committing bis case to the quar-
ter whither such plous men Bre Wont to Carry
thelr doubts) he withdrew his refusal, and pre-
pared himsell for his mission and to leave his

"g’ha alterattons al Carlton House beiug (n-
Ished, we lay before our readers a deseription of
the stnte departmenta as they appeared on the
10th instant, when H. R, H, gave a grand ball
to the prineipal nobillty und gentry. * % & =
The entrance to the state-room fills the mind
with an Inexpressible idea of greatucss and
splendor,

“The etaté chair is of a gold frame, covered
with erimeon damask; on esch corner of the
feet 1= a llon's head, expressive ol fortivude and
strengtih; the feet of tne chalr have serpents
twinwwg round them, 1o denote wisdom. Facin
the throne appears the helmet of Minerva; an
over the windows, glory is represented by a Kaint
George with & superb glorin,

“But the saloon may be styled the ehef dieuvre,
and in cver;r omament disgovers great inven-
tion, It is huong with a pgored lemon satin,
The window curtaing, sofas, and chairs are of
the sawe color. The celling |5 ornmunented with
emblematical paintiugs, representing the Graces
and Muses, together whth Jupiter, Meércury,
Apollo, und Pariz, Two ormomn chandeliers are
placed here. It Is impossible by expression to
do justice to the extraordinary workmanship,
a: well ng design, of the ornaments. Thoy cach
consist of & palm, brapching out in live diree
tions for the reception of hights, A bheantiful
figure ol a ruorel nymph is represented entwining
the stema of the tree with wreaths of flowers,
In the centre of the room i3 & rich chandelier,
To see thiz apartment dans son plus lean jour,
it chould be viewed in the glass over the chim-
ney-piece. The range of apartments from the
saloon to the ball-room, when the doors are
open, formed one of the grandest spectacles that
ever wes beheld,”

In the Gentlesnanw’s Magazine for the very
game month and year—Murch, 178113 nn ac-
count ol another festival, in which another great
gentleman of English extraction 15 represented
as taking a prinecipal share:—

“According to order, . E, the Commander-
in-chief was admitted to a public sudience of
Congress: and, being seated, the President,
after a paure, Informued him that the United
Siates assembled were ready to recelve his com-
muulcatiops. Whercupon he arose and spoke
s follows :—

oM. President—The great events on which
my resiguation depend baviog at length tuken
pince, 1 present myself betore Coneress to sir-
render into thelr hauds the trast committed to
me, and to elaim the indnlgence of retirmg from
the service of my conntry,

*‘Happy in the confirmation of onr ludepen-
dence and sovereignty, T vesign the nppointment
I pccepted with diffidence; which, however,
was superseded by & confidence in the recti-
tude of our cause, the support of the supreme
ower of the nation, and the patronage of
feaven, 1 close this last st of my official lite
by commending the interestz of our dearest
country to the protection of Almighty God, and
those who huve the superintendence of them to
His holy keeping. Having fpished toe work
assigned me, I retive from the great theatre of
uction; and, bidding an alfectionnle farewell to
this nugust body, under whose orders I have 8o
long scted, 1 here otler my commission aud wke
wy leave ot the employments of my publie life,!

“To which the President roplied:—

“Sir—Havivg defended the standard of Hherty
in the New World, having raught a lesson usés
tul to those who inflict and those who feel op-
ression Fou retice with the blessiugs of yonr
cllow-eit sens; Lhough the glory ol your vir-
tues will not terminate with your military com-
mand, bot will deseend to the remutest ages,’'"”
